92 per cent, indicating a yield of 13 4-5 
bushels per acre. Damage by Hessian 
fly is reported by sixty-nine correspond- 
ent*. The crop is generally spoken of as 
" thin on the ground." The total number 
of bushels reported marketed in the ten 
months beginning with August, is placed 
at 13,520,4:14, or alx>at 44 per cent, ol the 
crop of 1885. The quantity remaining in 
farmers* hands is 12 per cant, of the 
crop in the northern division, and 7 per 
cent, in the southern division. The area 
of corn ia 2 per cent, leas ; of oats 2 per 
cent, greater, and of barley 5 per cent, 
leas than in 1885. In condition oata and 
barley are each 97 per cent.
